"Pompeii is so marvellously ~ situ- 
ated lli.at it Is probable that It was 
peopled very early, and it wo may 
jiulso by the Doric fcmplo in the 
forum Trinnsulai-c, which Is ot t'.ie 
sixth century before Christ, the con- 
clusion Is that nt that period it was 
already flohrlslilng. But Pompeii is 
not often iricntlone<I in tho history of 
Campania nnd this is not tho place 
to dclali f.io events ot which one may 
1)0 sure,' cscepf the ono great event 
which was to wipe out the town In a 
few days", said Iho speaker.

KANT ASSUMED SCIENCE 

Saw All Experience As Ment- 
al— Dr. G, W. Hendel . 
Explains Modern View 

".Mind Is a kind of being which Is 
possessed ot Ideas .md •which can act 
from them so as to produce 
momentous effects in Uio realm of 
existences. This Is what I should call 
idealism", s'tated Dr. c. AS'. Hendel,' 
Chairman ot tho Department of Kill- 
osophy, in tho first of a series of 
four lectures on "Idealism" g,iven in 
tha Arts Building yesterday after- . 
noon. 

"At the present day thero arc some 
ixople taking an .imazlng amount of 
comfort from V.\c. fact; that the mat- 
ter and energy of which physics tells 
are so very abstract, shadowy, ind 
uiisubstantial. They think that, it 
favors ah idealism. This view- Is a- 
fihaded-out materialism of a most' 
primitive sort. We can enjoy such 
imagery In the poets but; cannot and 
ought not to mistake poetry for phil- 
osopliy," continued Professor Hendel. 

There has been at all times a cer- 
tain Jealousy befween science and 
philosophy. Philosophy wants to 
make its metaphysics aj real as 
science does its physics, and trios to 
limit the ficieratist to narrow experi- 
ment. Opposition to science is unjust 
and la not th« method of greater 
Idealism, but only ot the lesser satel- 
lites who think they have a higher 
wisdom that must subordin.tte science. 
Berkeley's Viewe Of Mind 

George Berkorley through Kis study 
of vision discovered that liere ii no. 
direct, unequivlcal sensation of any- 
thing really outside oneeelf. The "out- 
."î**?"- 2?- 'IJ.to world i»^ W-Jlferen«j; 
depending on the operation ot one's 
mind. According to Mm, iher« Is no" 
matter except that perceived by the 
mind. All experience, therefore, is 
mental, being either ide.is or else the 
tlilnkinsr .and willing. of them which 
is called mentality. 

On the subject ot (ho structure of' 
experience, Immanucl Kant con-

Another ins-tanco comes from 
moralists who watch tho llfo of their 
contoniiuir.iiic.':, seeing restlessness 
and discontent nnd trying to under- 
stand it. They can explain insli,nc.l.t 
and «motions mcch.-tnlcally. Why docs 
man change in his taato for 
plcaaures? Why does ho grieve? Be- 
cause things arc not as ho wan-ts. It 
must' bo because ho is o;i tho lookotit 
for something botter than ho knows, 
so moral!.>îl3 nppt.il for training of 
this restless deslro toward true bles- 
sedness. This is also a case of ideal- 
ism. 

Tho speaker's third Illustration was 
dra-wn from a book about scientific 
thought on vho subject ot Time. 
.Vaturo seems to have no steady pro- 
gression forward. Time has no 
direction. But human consciousness, 
gives no idea of "becoming". So tlicro 
Is tho Ecarcli for tho missing arrow. 
An ideal of time's way directs tho 
mind to tho proper ordering ot its 
ovm experience. Tho whole cntcrpriso 
of science depends on idealism. Tlio 
Idea of research cannot como from 
research btrt from the Idea ot truth. 
Definition Of Idealism 

So a tentative definition of ideal- 
ism is wherever people Bcarcli pcr- 
.sl.stontly for knowledge; where they 
lovo beauty without possessive do- 
-sire; where they cherish good for Itn 
own sake; where they adhere to tho 
right 1>ecau«o it I» right; where thoy 
worship God as Itighleoiisne.<i.i and 
l'orfecllon— t^icrc. Dr. Ilcndcl says, 
1» practical and living Idealism, 
Idealism means tho operation In 
men's mlndA and In their . order of 
experlcnco or soniellilng that directs 
them to prefer ono way to any other 
as the good, tho beaiitlfiil, tho riglit, 
It also commits men to seek ono of 
thcso Idf-al ivayf).
